The Mexican government got into action Tuesday 
its counter offensive against the revolution. 
Former president Calles took over command of the gov­ 
ernment forces which will campaign against the northern in­ 
surgents in Sonora, while General Almazan took the field 
against the rebels at Vera Cruz. 
Heavy fighting was reported from the vicinity of 
Mon­ 
terey, im portant strategic railway center in the state 
of 
*------------------------------- 
♦Nuevo Leon, where a battle 
beginning yesterday was still 
in progress. 
The rebels claimed to have 
captured Monterey, but this 
was denied by General 
Cer- 
vera, in command of the fed­ 
eral forces at Matamoras. 
Federal troops 
were 
re­ 
ported to have driven in some 
of th© outposts of th© rebels 
in 
Vera Cruz. 
Direct advices from the city of 
Vera Cruz stated that the 
ships 
of the Mexican 
navy 
stationed 
there had declared for the rebel 
cause. No fighting bad been re­ 
ported there and the 
city,•w a s 
stated to be quiet, although 
en­ 
tirely isolated from the rest 
of 
the country. 
The government, in addition to 
its military offensive, struck an­ 
other blow at the insurgents, an­ 
nouncing that property 
of f^bel 
leaders would be forfeited. 
No Reason for Changs. 
Washington 
dispatches 
stated 
that President Hoover saw no rea­ 
son to disturb the American policy 
under which shipments of arm s and 
munitions for the Mexican govern­ 
ment has been permitted under li­ 
cense during the last five years. 
There was no intimation, how­ 
ever, that any request had come 
from the Mexican government that 
it he permitted to purchase war 
supplies in the United States. 
Ambassador Morrow is following 
J events closely at 
Mexico 
City, 
keeping in touch with the foreign 
office. 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh In­ 
spected his damaged plane at Val- 
buena flying field and so far as 
known wa© still planning to fly the 
inaugural plane in a Brownsville- 
Mexico City air mail service.

Lansing, Mich., Mar. 5— (/P)— 
The lower branch of the legisla­ 
ture gave approval to important 
measures with monotonous regu­ 
larity today. 
n il ls reorganizing 
the administration 
of 
the state 
conservation department, author­ 
izing the expenditure of 9100,000 
a year to advertise the state and 
reenacting 
the 
teachers’ retire­ 
ment fund law. which was inad­ 
vertently repealed, were adopted 
with only flurries of opposition. 
T h e 
conservation 
measure. 
sponsored by Representative Ed­ 
ward L. Sargent, of Emmet coun­ 
ty, provides for appointment of 
the conservation director by the 
conservation 
commission, 
rather 
than the governor, and raises the 
directors salary from $5,000 to 
$7 ,500 a year. 
A 
‘‘staggered 
commission" 
would be created 
The members 
would be appointed by the gov­ 
ernor for terms of varying length. 
Proponents of the change lauded 
George Hogarth, the present di­ 
rector, as an efficient officer. 
Pass Itu.siiton Hill 
An 
effort 
by 
Representative 
Lauren J. Budge, of Midland, to 
eliminate 
the 
salary 
increase 
failed. 
An amendment by Repre­ 
sentative 
Gus 
T. 
Hartman, of 
Houghton, was accepted guaran­ 
teeing the upper peninsula two of 
the seven 
commission member­ 
ships. 
It now has only one. 
The vote on the measure was 
86 to 7, with Representatives An­ 
derson, MacDonald, Budge, Bush­ 
nell, DLe Land, Huff and Holland 
voting against. 
It now goes to 
the senate. 
The house approved and sent 
to the governor for signature the 
Rushton bill appropriating $200,- 
000 for the next biennium to ad­ 
vertise the recreational, agricul­ 
tural and industrial resources of 
the state. 
The advertising will 
be done througli resort and de­ 
velopment organizations, with the 
state matching the amount spent 
by 
the 
organization. 
Executive 
approval Is expected.

selected 
Thomas J. Walsh of Montana as 
the assistant minority leader and 
Morris Sheppard of Texas as the 
whip. 
Senator Black of Alabama was 
chosen secretary of the Democra­ 
tic caucus and Senator Pittman of 
Nevada as the Democratic candi­ 
date for president pro-tem. 
This 
latter nomination, however, was 
purely honorary, 
as

Vestal lie-elected Whip

Washington, Mar. 5—(Ah —Presi­ 
dent Hoover’s new cabinet mem­ 
bers were quickly confirmed today 
by the senate hut after approving 
them it ordered a surprise inquiry 
Into the right of Andrew Mellon to 
carry on as secretary of the treas­ 
ury. 
Senator McKellar, Democrat. Ten­ 
nessee, challenged the right of Mr. 
Mellon to hold office or to go on 
with Mr. Hoover without renominn 
tlon and confirmation. 
Friends of 
the secretary did not resist the in­ 
quiry requested and it was ordered 
without a record vote. 
No oppo­ 
sition was presented to the selec­ 
tion of Secretary of Iffier Davis 
who also continues in the cabinet. 
The president chose not to for­ 
ward the names of Mr. Mellon and 
Secretary Davis, confirmed eight 
years ago with other members of 
the Harding cabinet. 
M em bers Confirmed. 
The new cabinet 
officers 
con­ 
firmed today are: 
Henry Lewis Stimson. New York, 
secretary’ of state. 
James William Good, Iowa. secre­ 
tary of war. 
William Dewitt Mitchell, Minne­ 
sota, attorney general.

Roland 
C. St. Mitchell, 21, night editor of the Escanaba 
Daily Press, and Paul Noyack, 23, were critically 
injured 
when the well known Escanaba aviator’s American 
Eagle 
plane crashed at the Erickson &. Bissell pole and post yard, 
ju st south of the U. P. Airways, Inc., landing field about 
3:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Eye-witnesses to the tragic accident said th at the air­ 
plane was flying at an altitude of about 300 to 400 feet when 
it turned sharply northward in the direction of the field. In 
making the bank, the machine appeared,to fall out of control 
and then went into a spin. It landed directly on its nose in 
♦a space about IOO feet wide, 
between two railway tracks. 
St. 
Mitchell, 
who 
was 
seated 
in 
the 
passenger’s 
seat, received the most seri­ 
ous injuries, from which 
he 
has only scant chance of re­ 
covery. His 
right arm 
and 
left leg were broken in 
sev­ 
eral places, his 
scalp bears 
two 
deep 
lacerations, 
tho 
body is 
severely 
bruised 
and 
there is a probability that his 
skull was fractured. Due to 
the

The fact is apparent tha t 
the 
cosmetic industry has grown r a ­ 
pidly in recent years. 
According to Dr. S. Dana H u b ­ 
bard of th e educational division 
of th e New York City dep a rtm en t 
of health, at least half the men, 
women and children In the United 
States visit public beauty parlors 
and barber shops at one time or 
another. 
There are at least 170,000 per­ 
sons engaged In the cosmetician 
trade. 
There are 
135 
trainin g 
schools in which pupils pay an 
average of $250 for courses of in­ 
struction in this profession. 
The cosmetic industry 
of the 
United States involves 
sales of 
products am ounting to $200,000.- 
000 a year, and it is estimated 
that the beauty shops 
take in 
$400,000,000 for their services. 


Htatutes. 
Many of the individual states 
now have laws regulating prac­ 
tice in beauty shops and provide 
for regular Inspection as to their 
sanitation, but it is doubtful that 
the majority of the states have a r ­ 
ranged in any way for the protec­ 
tion of the public. 
In some places towels are used 
repeatedly on different persons; 
m any of them have no a r r a n g e ­ 
ments for sterilizing in strum ents 
or linens; many of th e cosmeti­ 
cians are grossly 
ignorant and 
have not the slightest conception 
of skin diseases and th e ir t r a n s ­ 
mission, or of th e chemical con­ 
tents of 
the 
preparations 
thut 
they use. 
From time to time legislation 
has been proposed to control the 
inclusion in cosmetics of such poi­ 
sons as lead, arsenic, mercuric or 
carbolic acid. The majority of the 
best 
manufactured 
cosmetics, 
however, do not contain d an g er­ 
ous drugs but are simply a basis 
of cold cream or other ointment 
with some perfume 
or 
powder 


added. 
Care in Selection. 
No doubt, the cosmetic indus­ 
try is 
permanently 
established, 
and does not represent 
in any 
sense of the word a passing fad. 
Make-up is a staple 
drug 
store 
utility. 
In view of the extent of the i n ­ 
dustry, regulation 
is more anti 
more likely to be called in to con­ 
trol Its 
dangerous 
possibilities. 
Certainly every woman should be 
careful not to put on her face a 
cosmetic preparation of unknown 
origin or one for which u n w a r­ 
ranted claims may be made.

PIGSKINS TAKE 
FREAKSHAPES 


Committee Reports Use 
of High Pressure 
Inflation 


BY TED VOSBURGH 
(Associated Press Sports W riter) 
New York, Mar. 5—(/P)—What 
might be called a “bootleg ball” 
lias made its appearance on the 
gridirons of the country and Chair­ 
man Edward K. Hall of the nation­ 
al fotball rules committee today an­ 
nounced strict measures designed 
to stop its use. 
The case against 
the football 
Oates back to last season, when 
reports began to 
come in 
that 
strangely shaped balls 
had been 
observed 
in 
plays—balls 
with 
snouts” Ideally 
adapted to grip­ 
ping for forward passing—and that 
dealers were selling “either passing 
balls or kicking balls” at the option 
of the buyer. 
Reports also were received of 
over-inflation of the football, the 
oval in some instances being blown 
up to fifty pounds of pressure, or 
more than three times th e correct 
poundage, with a consequence that 
booting the ball felt like kicking a 
radiator or a hat with a brick in it. 
A punter 
capable of 
getting 40 
yards with the genuine article thus 
could get no more than 27 or 28 
yards with the rock-like counter- 
'eit. 
Measuring Device Invented. 
These violations 
of 
precedent, 
Mr. Hall said, were reported partic- 
urally in the west—-“the far west, 
the southwest and the mountain 
sta te s”—but near the end of the 
season were appearing also on the 
football fields of the east. 
In many 
cases, he said, the over-inflation of 
the ball, or its equally reprehens­ 
ible under-inflation, 
which 
is a 
boon to the forward passer, wa* a 
matter of accidents and not design. 
Blowing up the ball by guess­ 
work at tho corner garage, he said, 
naturally caused wide variation in 
he amount of inflation and this, as 
well as the strange case of the 
snouted ball, his committee already 
has undertaken to remedy. 
Under the rules for 1929 the use 
of a new apparatus designed to 
measure a football in length and 
width after the m anner of the foot 
elzo gauge in shoe stores will be­ 
come compulsory. 
The referee be­ 
fore the game will slip the ball into 
this box like contrivance and de­ 
termine in an instant '‘when a foot­ 
ball is not a football” within the 
meaning of the committee. 
It also Is definitely stated under 
the new rules for th e first time 
Just what the correct inflation is 
to be 
“not more than 15 pounds 
or less than 13 pounds.” 
Put Teeth Into Rule. 
Putting teeth into the law is a 
further 
provision 
that “the ref­ 
eree shall be sole Judge 
aa 
to 
whether a ball offered for play com­ 
plies with these specifications.” 
The correct football for 1929. un­ 
der these requirements, will have 
the "circumference of 
its 
short 
axis from 22 to 22V6 inches (a half 
inch less than last year). 
l e n g th 
of long axis from 
l l to ll 
1-4 
inches (the first time his dimen­ 
sion ha* ever been specified). 
En­ 
tire surface to be convex. 
The 
circumference of the lung axis and 
the weight of the ball were not 
changed from former years. 
While this m atter of outlawing 
the counterfeit ball was discussed 
at the regular meeting of the rules 
committee at Absecon, N. J-, the 
middle of February, the specifica­ 
tions were formulated subsequently 
when Mr. Hall and his associates 
influted 80 different balls and ex­ 
perimented with them. 
Must Use One Type. 
The chairman has now sent a 
le tter to ail the manufacturers of 
i footballs in the country, informing 
• th em of the changes in time to 
aroid production of more of the 
•forbidden kind.
